Dead Man and Husband 
of Woman He Slew Were 
Friends of Long Stand- 
ing; Motive Not Known. 


Shots which shattered the stillness 
of suburban Dunlap avenue in East 
Toint Jate Monday afternoon directed 
neighbors and police to the lifeless 
bodies of Mrs, C. S. Mattox, about 49, 
and a family friend, W. A. Harrison, 
$4. who lived at 303 Vesta avenue, 
just in the rear of the Mattox home. 

J. W. Miller, chief of East Point 
police, after an investigation, declared 
that it was apparent that Harrison 


shot and killed Mrs. Mattox.and then 
turned the gun, a .45-caliber army 
automatic, on himself. Both were dead 
when police reached the scene and the 
bodies were removed to the Howard 
L. Carmichael Funeral home. 

It was stated that an inquest prob- 
ably will be held, as no actual eye- 
witnesses to the shooting could be 
found, theugh two children playivg 1 
the yard of the Mattox home told po- 
lice they saw Mrs. Mattox and Har- 
rison scuffling over the gun through 
the door. Neighbors who heard the 
shots and the children placed the 
time of the shooting at about 5 o'clock 
in the aftprnoon. 

Motive Not Determined. 

Police were at a loss Monday night 
for a motive in the double bomicide. 
Harrison and Cliff Mattox, husband 
of the dead woman, had been friends 
for 20 years, members of the family 
said. The rear lots of their homes at 
312 Dunlap avenue and 3803 Vesta 
avenue adjoin. Chief Miller said that 
when the poliee report is made out 
“there are some thing which will be 
withheld from the papers at the re- 
quest of the family.” He said a writ- 
ten report on the killings would be 
made this morning. 

Mattox is a printer, employed at an 
Atlanta job shop. He was at work 
at the time of the double killing and 
when notified rushed home. On seeing 
the body of his wife he made an 
effort to get into a room where 3a 
small-caliber rifle .was kept = and 


threatened to kill himself, police said. | 


Friends and police restrained him and 
a police guard was left over him for 
several hours, until he had been given 
a sedative by a physician and had 
dropped asleep. 

Witnesses said that Mattox said he 
was going to “join his wife” and “end 
it all’ and rushed into the honse, 
slamming the door behind him. His 
friends knocked the door open and 
took him to the home of his sister, 
Mrs. I. A. Woods, next door, where 
a physician was called. Patrolmen W. 
R. Couch and T. S. Keeler remained 
on guard over him for several hours 
and removed the rifle to police head- 
quarters.

“Reactionary Council 
Members” Flayed as 
Mayor Opens Campaign 
in Fifth; Others Speak. 


James LL. Key, Atlanta’s veteran 
mayor and one of the most colorful 
campaigners in local political history, 
Monday night leveled a scathing fire 
against his adversaries in council, 
scored the school department and de- 
fended administration economy poli- 
cies and his bitter fight to maintain 
the credit of the municipality as he 
opened his campaign for renomina- 
tion in the September 26 primary. 

Speaking to a crowd estimated at 
from 1,000 to 1,250 persons at the 
English Avenue school, in the fifth 
ward, Key directed his fire against 
what he termed reactionary council 
members, “who, fear in some in- 
stances, have ceased to represent you 
in council,” , 

He asked the people of Atlanta to 
give his administration a vote of 
confidence and asserted “I believe I 
know the temper of the people of At- 
lanta, and I believe they are going 
to do just that.” 

Several times during the address 
he was interrupted by the applause, 
particularly when he predicted “the 
people are going to bust that machine 
(referring to the school department's 
‘political machine’) to smithereens in 
this primary.” 

Couch Is Heckled. 


Another feature of the meeting was 
the address by former Alderman J. 
Allen Couch, of the fifth ward, who 
opened his drive against James E. 
Bowden, fifth ward alderman, 

Couch was heckled by someone in 
the audience as he was speaking and 


a reference was made to his indict- 


ment about four years ago in the mnu- 
nicipal graft probe. 

“Yes, I was indicted,” Couch yell- 
“It was without my knowledge 
or consent. I was tried by as fair a 
judge as ever sat in any court in the 
world—Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy. A 
jury of 12 honest Fulton county cit- 
izens heard rhe prosecuted by one of 
the most relentless prosecutors this

TAK ON GAS SALES 
UPHELD BY GOURT 


State To Collect $100,000 
From Oil Companies 
Which Fought Act. 


More than $100,000 in back sales 
taxes on gasoline can now be collected 
by the state as a result of a rujing by 
the Georgia supreme court Monday 
upholding the provisions of the 1920 
sales tax act. R. C. Norman, former 
state tax commissioner, ruled shortly 
after the enaction of the act that the 
wholesale and retail sales of gasoline 
were exempt from the tax. 

Later, when Paul Doyal took office 


‘as tax commissioner, he reversed this 


ruling, and the Standard Oil Com- 
pany attacked the act in Fulton coun- 
ty superior court as unconstitutional. 

The Standard Oil Company’s back 
sales taxes amount to $24,260. The 
other oil companies pledged  them- 
selves to be bound by the decision and 
posted bond to pay their back taxes 
should the Standard Oil Company be 
held liable 

Judge E. E. Pomeroy returned a 
verdict for the state revenue commis- 
sion, and the Standard Oil Company 
carried the case to the supreme court, 
All of the supreme court justices con- 
curred in the decision except Justice 
Gilbert, who was absent on account of 
illness in his family. 

Attorney-General M. J. Yeomans 
represented the state revenue commis- 
sion in both the lower court and be- 
fore the supreme court. 


Former Boxer Killed 


By Machine Gunners 


REVERE, Mass., Aug. 13.—(4)— 
Nate Siegel, former New England wel- 
terweight boxing champion and for 10 
years one of the most popular fight- 
ers in this section, was slain early 
today by a rain of machine gun bul- 
lets that whipped through his living 
room window. 

He was sitting in the room with 
his wife, when a window was quietly 
lifted and the nose of a machine gun 
edged above the sill. He slumped to 
the floor, his chest riddled, with the 
first rat-tat of the gun. He died in- 
stantly. 

His wife to ran to the winde in 
time to see three men climb into an 
automobile bearing Maine registration 
plates and speed away. She immedi- 
ately called police. 

Siegel. who was proprietor of the 
Cloverleaf Club on the North Shore 
road, had just arrived at his home, 
64 Endicott avenue, in the Seachmont 
section. It was shortly after 2 a. m. 


President . Re-emphasizes 


Stern Warning 


Against Political Activities on Part 


of Relief 


Workers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
President Roosevelt today discussed 
means to assuage drouth devastation 
by assuring adequate relief for strick- 
en farmers and sufficient food sup- 
plies at reasonable prices for the na- 
tion’s consumers. 

At the same time he re-emphasized 
his decree against political activity by 
relief workers and approved dismis- 
sals of any federal agents running for 
political office or participating in po- 
litical campaigns. 

He asked Secretary Wallace and 
Aubrey Williams, acting feedral re- 
lief administrator, to work out a 
system to permit federal purchase of 
surplus foodstuffs and feed which 
might otherwise go to waste. 

No Food Shortage. 
. Both Wallace and Williams assert- 
ed there was no danger whatever of 
a serious food shortage. The pur- 
chase plan was arranged for a dou- 
ble purpose: To help growers and 
to make certain nv food is wasted. 

In this connection, it was said, 
without government purchases _per- 
sons who raised small quantities of 
food and feed might not think it 
worthwhile to harvest their crops. 

May Balk Profiteers. 

Some observers said the program 
might have a secondary purpose of 
preventing possible profiteering in 
food, although there was no official 
confirmation of any such intention in 
direct connectivun with the new plan. 

An accumulation of government 
supplies might, it was pointed out, 
prevent wide price fluctuations caused 
by speculation. 

The practice of buying surplus crops

yfor relief distribution is nothing new. 


The Federal Relief Corporation and 
the farm administration have al- 
ready spent millions that way. An 
example is cattle purchases in the 
west. More than 2,000,000 head al- 
ready have been bought by the gov- 
ernment. 

One official said the purchases 
might be as small as quantities of 
one carload in a community. De- 
tailed plans are to be worked out 


later. 
AAA Plans Unchanged. 

Secretary Wallace indicted after 
leaving the White House that there 
was no prospect of any fundamental 
change in farm administration plans. 

Early in the drouth it became evi- 
dent that more acres for many prin- 
cipal crops would be planted next 
year. The secretary and his aids 
have contended they intended to aban- 
don restriction campaigns all along 
once they had served their purpose, 
This was to eliminate burdensome 
surpluses. 

Wallace said the farm act had the 
flexibility ta meet the drouth prob- 
lem, imecluding any needed for in- 
creased production. The act was 
framed, he asserted, with the idea of 
adjusting the ever-changing agricul- 
ture situation to the needs of the peo- 
ple. Acreage programs for next year, 
he added, had not been worked out, 
but would be so adjusted as to pre- 
vent burdensome surpluses or any 
shortage of foodstuffs.

Textile Union Told Co- 
lumbus Strike Death 
Due to Officers. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—(/)—Six 
hundred delegates to the United Tex- 
tile Workers’ convention here today 
heard a telegram read which charged 
police with killing a textile worker 
last Friday in a strike at the Geor- 
gia Webbing and Tape Company, at 
Columbus, Ga. 

Part of the telegram said: 

“It is impossible to get justice from 
local attorneys, the city police are 
planning to pin the murder on one 
of our boys. We have 32 eyewitnesses 
to the murder.” 

_The telegram was signed by FE. G. 
Newberry, identified as a local officer 
of the Columbus union. 

Called into session a month ahead 
of schedule to “face an emergency,” 
delegates were told by their officers 
that major walkouts are imminent in 
the textile trades. 

Thomas F. McMahon, president of 
the organization, sounded the 3lst 
annual meeting’s keynote with the 
declaration that “strikes of large di- 
mensions are on the way.” 

Southern delegates presented 50 sep- 
arate resolutions calling for a genera} 
textile walkout and a vote on the 
question was scheduled before the 
week’s meeting comes to an end. 

McMahon urged the immediate call 
ing of a strike whenever “stretch- 
out”—excessive machine load prac: 
tice—is attempted by an employer, un- 
less the union has already agreed to 
the procedure. 

Mrs. Gifford Pinchot. wife of the 
governor of Pennsylvania, received a 
rousing cheer as she addressed the 
delegates.

EXCHANGE GROUP 
SSUES NEW RULES 


Measures Designed To 
Lay Basis for More 
Drastic Supervision. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(4)— 
The nation’s stock exchanges were re- 
quired today by the federal securities 
and exchange commission to tell the 
world about themselves as a prerequi- 
site to doing business. : 

The commission issued its first 
rules and regulations for the regis- 
tration of exchanges and listed se- 
curities. For the most part, they 
were searching questions, designed tu 
lay the basis for future and more 
drastic supervision. 

The commission also required that 
corporations whose securities are now 
listed must file a registration state- 
ment with the secretary. This state- 
ment is virtually only a form, to be 
superseded later with requirements 
for much more detailed. data. 

Registration Required. 

Registration is required of ex- 
changes as a preliminary to doing 
business. Similarly securities on ex- 
changes must be _ registered before 
they can be sold. Registration means 
simply that exchanges and corpora- 
tions must file with the commission 
certain specified information about 
themselves, which information wiil be 
available to the public in general, 
and on which the public may de- 
cide whether to buy or sell securi- 
ties 
Chairman Jouuph P. Kennedy, at a 
press conference, said the rules did 
not as yet constitute safeguards for 
investors, but they will give the in- 
formation on which such protection 
shall be based. 

Kennedy emphasized also that the 
commission’s control was no guaran-

TOKYO—(By Mail)—Despite the 
sensational outbursts of jingo  ele- 
ments both in Japan and the United 
States, the Japanese government is 


convinced there is no feal danger of 
the development of serious misunder- 
standings between the two govern- 
ments. 

This belief is ba:ed on various rea- 
sons, chief among which are the fol- 
lowing : 

The lack of fundamental differences 
in policy. 

The continued friendship and re- 
spect of the Japanese people for the 
United States. 

The desire of the Japanese govern- 
ment for the co-operation of the 
American government in the solution 
of troublesome Far Eastern problems, 

The improvement of Japanese- 
American relations since the Roose- 
velt administration has been in office. 

The belief that the American gov- 
ernment and the American people 
are rapidly becoming better acquaint- 


Asiatic situation. 


“An Interview” on Writing. 

One of the main contributing 
causes to the misunderstandings of 
the past few years between Japan 
and the western powers has been the 
erroneous and misleading information 
published throughout the world con- 
cerning Japan’s acts and purposes. 

Especially has this been true in the 
case of dispatches purporting to re- 
flect the policies of the Japanese gov- 
ernment. Either inadvertently or de- 
liberately statements made in inter- 
views granted by Japanese officials 
have been distorted and  misinter- 
preted to such an extent as to change 
the real significance of what was 
said. 

Free lance correspondents “cover- 
ing” the. Far East in hurried trips 
have written “interviews” with Jap- 
anese officials they did not see and 
caustically. criticized conditions they 
did not investigate. The articles of 
these irresponsible writers have fre- 
quently been conspicuously displayed 
in newspapers throughout the world

(P)—Traveling over a newly-paved 
highway opened to traffic a few hours 
earlier, four men were killed today 
when a Georgia railroad passenger 
train demolished their truck. 

The victims, whose bodies were 
mangled beyond recognition, were 
Charlie Hannon, driver; Y. A. Reyn- 
olds, Clarence Carroll and Toot Smith, 
the latter a negro. All were residents 
of Rutledge. 

G. P. Saye, of Rutledge, Ga., own- 
er of the truck, supplied the names of 
the victims. He said Hannon was 
employed by him to haul brick from 
Milledgeville to Rutledge and that he 
had given the others a lift. 

The accident occurred at a crossing 
200 yards from the local passenger 
station. The truck, struck broadside, 
was dragged almost that distance and 
two of the victims were ground to 
death beneath the wheels of the loco- 
motive. The other bodies were re- 
moved from wreckage piled on the cow- 
catcher. 


Hardly a piece of the one-and-a-half-| 


ton truck was left intact and the 
front of the locomotive was badly 
damaged. 

Engineer C. T. McDermond said the 
truck was directly in front of his loco- 
motive before he could apply the emer- 
gency brakes. The train, No. 31, was 
en route from Camak to Macon.

President Is Asked by 
Vinson To Federalize 
Chancellorsville Project 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(/)— 
Representative Carl Vinson, of Geor- 
gia, asked President Roosevelt today 
to completely federalize the Chancel- 
lorsville subsistence homestead project 
in Jasper and Putnam counties, Ga. 

Vinson said after a conference at 
the White House that he believed 
early action iu that direction would 
be taken. 

Work on the $1,000,000 five-hun- 
dred family project has been at a 
standstill since the University System 
of Georgia, which originally speusored 
the work, withdrew its support be- 
cause of federal intervention. 

Vinson said he asked the president 
to make the development a complete- 
ly federal managed project and that 
work be rushed to completion. 

The president agreed. the represent- 
ative said, to take the matter up 
with Charles E. Pynchon, general man- 
ager of the federal subsistence home- 
stead corporation. 

Vinson said only slightly more than 
$100,000 had been spent so far. He 
brought with him photographs of some 
of the work that already has been 
done and presented them to the presi- 
dent.

SPEGIAL SESSION 
SEEN IN LOUISIANA 
TOREMOVE MAYOR 


Long Expected To Have 
Allen Reconvene Legis- 
lature To Secure Grip 
on New Orleans. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 13.—(?)— 
It was learned from an authoritative 
source late today that a special ses- 
sion of the Louisiana legislature would 
possibly be called for tomorrow for 
the impeachment of certain high offi- 
cials in New Orleans. 

The rumored action was interpret- 
ed as another phase of the “battle 
to the death” struggle between Sena- 
tor Huey P. Long and Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley for control of poli- 
tics in the city. 

The New Orleans States said that 
Governor O. Allen, Long's lieu- 
tenant, was expected to issue a speedy 
call for assembly of the legislature, 
ossibly tomorrow, at which Senator 
zng would also attempt to push 
through new measures aimed at 
strengthentag his power in New Or- 


leans. 
Allen Absent. 


Governor Allen was reported out of 
Baton Rouge, and was presumably in 
New Orleans, but could not be located 
for comment. . Senator Long could 
not be reached. 

A source close to the administra-

GILBERT IS HEAD

Statement of Meriwether 
Man Charges Talmadge 
Opposition Capitalizing 
on Name of President. 


Informed that the opposition to Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge had injected 
the name of President Roosevelt into 
the Georgia gubernatorial campaign, 
the White House, through Marvin 
H. MacIntyre, the president’s execu- 
tive secretary, Monday issued a state-. 
ment reiterating that the president 
will not participate in this or any 
other local campaign. 

The declaration came as Dr. R. B. 
Gilbert, of Greenville, president of 
the Roosevelt-for-President Clubs of 
Georgia, issued a statement charging 
that the governor’s opposition was at- 
tempting to capitalize on the presi- 
dent’s name and announcing his sup- 
port of Governor Talmadge for re- 
election. 

The Gilbert statement was issued 
after information regarding the dec- 
laration from Secretary McIntyre had 
reached Atlanta, 

The decision of the White House 
not to participate in any local cam- 
paign was announced by Mr. MacIn- 
tyre after he had been informed in 
writing by Ryburn G. Clay, presi- 
dent of the Fulton National Bank of 
Atlanta, and chairman of the special 
democratic fund-raising committee in 
Georgia in 1932, that the opposition 
was attempting to make political capi- 
tal out of the president’s name in 
Georgia. By request of Mr. MacIn-< 
tyre Mr. Clay put his communication 
in writing and received in reply the 
official White House communique. 

The Gilbert statement, excoriating 
Governor Talmadge’s opposition, de- 
clared that the governor's actions in 
Georgia were in line with President 
Roosevelt’s own policies and the poli- 
cies of his administration, stressing 
the fact that reduction of utility rates 
is one of the chief aims of President 
Roosevelt and asserting that utility 
rates have been reduced in Georgia 
more than any other state.

cents, H. K. Ramsey, statistician of| 
the state department of agriculture, | 
announced. The average price last 
22.62 cents per pound for 


The average of 20.45, however, was 
6.15 cents per pound above the aver- 
age price paid for the tobacco sold on 
the same markets last year. and the 
department of agriculture said reports 
indicated “the best season for several 
years. Warehousemen claim 99 per 
cent of growers satisfied.” 

During the two-week sales through 
last Friday, a total of 22,213,916 
pounds of tobacco sold on the Georgia 
markets and brought the growers 
$4.693.924.04. During the first week 
6.966.736 pounds at an average price 
of 22.62 cents a pound brought 
$1,575,876.14. Last week 15,247,178 
pounds sold at an average of 20.45 


cents a pound, the income from which 
was $3,118,047.90. 


The highest average price paid at 
any of the auctions last week was 
at Douglas, where growers received 
an average of 25 cents per pound for 


1,296,234 pounds. 


Valdosta’s four markets last week 
sold the largest amount—2,755.840 
pounds—of any of the markets. The 
average price paid at Valdosta during 
the week was 20.12 cents a pound.

THE HOUSING PROGRAM. 

Monday marked the opening of 
the federal housing drive by which 
it is hoped to bring about the re- 
habilitation of the still stagnant con- 
struction industry, the re-employ- 
ment of more than 2,000,000 men 
and the modernization and beauti- 
fication of several million American 
homes, 

It is estimated that there are now 
12,000,000 homes in the United 
States badly in need of repairs as 
the result of the neglect suffered 
during the four years of the de- 
pression and that at least 2,000,- 
000 new homes are needed to 
make up for the shortage that 
steadily increased during this pe- 
riod. 


In comparison to the normal con- 
struction program of the country, 
buildings, especially of homes, has 
been at a practical standstill since 
1930. But few homes have been 
erected to take the place of those 
destroyed by fire or which for other 
reasons have become uninhabitable. 
Additions and repairs that would 
under ordinary conditions have 
been contracted for have been of 
necessity omitted from the budget 
of the average family. 

While there is a marked housing 
shortage now, the situation will 
grow more critical as families who 
have been forced to double up in 
single residences are once more 
able, through increased revenues, 
to look about for homes for them- 
selves. 

The federal billion-dollar home 
modernization drive has the three- 
fold purpose of rehabilitating the 
construction industry, putting sev- 
eral million men back to work and 
making it possible for those desir- 
ing better home conditions to se- 
cure them new at the beginning of 
the upward turn in economic con- 
ditions, instead of having to wait 
while the necessary funds either to 
build new homes or enlarge or re- 
pair present dwellings are being ac- 
cumulated. 

The building program is based on 
sound business principles, with safe- 
ty for the government, profit for 
organizations advancing the money 
for the construction work, and op- 
portunity for the property owner to 
secure improvements at low rates 
of interest and construction costs. 

Home owners, or those desiring 
new homes, will probably never 
again in future be able to furnish 
themselves with comfortable 
commodious dwellings as cheaply as 
they can under the new federal pro- 
gram and at such advantageous 
terms, both as to interest and 
time in which to repay loans. 

The program is radically differ- 
ent from the other reconstruction 
steps taken by the federal govern- 
ment. In most of these the gov- 


ernment deals directly with those to! 


whom assistance is rendered. In 
the home modernization program, 
the government merely guarantees 
against loss to those advancing the 
money for the work, the transac- 
tions being carried on through the 
same channels as were used before 
the depression. 

Billions of dollars of capital for- 
merly used in the financing of 
home construction has been lying 
idle during the past few vears be- 
cause of the fear of loss if it were 
again put into home construction. 
The government's guarantee will re- 
move this fear and will undoubted- 
ly restore the necessary financial 
life stream to the building industry.

NEW DEAL ON TRIAL AGAIN. 

The acid test will be applied to 
the New Deal to a far greater ex- 
tent in the primaries to be held to- 
day in Ohio, Nebraska and Idaho 
than was the case in the elections 
last week in Kansas, West Virginia 
and Missouri. 

While the policies of the national 
administration were injected to a 


certain degree into the campaigns 


in the latter states, the contests 
were fought out largely on local 
questions. In the states to vote 
today the situation is diffferent, 
with the New Deal being the domi- 
nating issue in each contest. 

In addition, the results in such 
politically uncertain states as Ohio, 
Nebraska and Idaho will give a far 
more accurate line on what the two 
major parties may expect in the 
congressional elections this fall and 
the presidential election in 1936. 

If the New Deal advocates pile 
up substantial leads in today’s pri- 
maries, and if the votes cast in the 
democratic contests are materially 
larger than those received by re- 
publican candidates, there will be 
definite assurance that the country 
as a whole is still of the same po- 
litical mind as in the fall of 1932 
when the republican party went 
down to one of the most crushing 
defeats in its history. 

It is not a¢ all improbable that 
some of the candidates in these 
three states who are regarded as 
having at least the friendly interest 
of the national democratic organi- 
zation may be defeated by candi- 
dates none too friendly to the New 
Deal, but this threat lies chiefly in 
the fact that administration candi- 
dates are in the majority. The true 
test of the attitude of the voters 
will be not so much as to whether 
a favorable or unfavorable candidate 
is successful as in the number of 
votes received by all the candi- 
dates in each group. This is illus- 
trated by the result in the recent 
Pennsylvania senatorial primary 
when Governor Pinchot, who ran 
on a New Deal platform, was de- 
feated by an anti-administration can- 
didate, although the total vote cast 
for candidates favoring the Roose- 
velt policies was several hundred 
thousand larger than the vote re- 
ceived by opposing candidates. 

Whatever the outcome of today’s 
primaries, they will mark a re- 
deubling of efforts by the national 
organizations of both major parties 
in preparation for the congressional 
elections in the fall. The full force 
ot these efforts will not be felt in 
the south, where it is admitted that 
even in the borderline states the 
democrats will hold the gains of 
two years ago, but the republicans 
are ready now to make their first 
desperate drive to recoup some of 
the losses of 1932, 


CUBA RESTS MORE EASILY. 


The Mendietta government of 
Cuba successfully passed a critical 
Stage in its existence when the first 
anniversary of the overthrow of the 
Machado regime passed Sunday 
Without serious trouble. 

The recalcitrants in the little 
island republic laid extensive plans 
for disturbances which it was 
hoped would result in another gov- 
ernmental overturn, but the Men- 
dietta forces blocked every effort 
at violence, and there was appar- 
ently little public sympathy with 
the plans to again plunge the coun- 
try into the turmoil of internal 
Strife. 

Communistic leadership in the 
attempted overthrow of Mendietta 
caused the people of the country 
generally to look askance at this 
latest threat to law and order. 
While the communists have un- 
doubtedly gained considerable foot- 
hold in Cuba, even the most radi- 
cal elements of the better classes 
of the island’s population seem to 
‘realize the threat of these agitators 
to the welfare of the country. 

The Mendietta government has 
successfully met every crisis with 
which it has been faced and each 
has marked an increase in _ its 
strength and stability. Despite the 
postal strikes now going on, Cuba’s 
affairs are now undoubtedly in bet- 
ter condition than they have been 
since the beginning of the troubles 
that finally brought about Macha- 
.do’s retirement.

The Plot. 


More and more it becomes clear 
that the men who were executed by 
Goering and Hitler on June 30 and 
the following days were not singled 
out because of plotting against the dic- 
tatorship, for there was no plot, but 
that they were individuals who shared 
with the leaders exact knoweldge of 
the details of the reichstag fire. Not 
all were executed though. Some 
escaped across the border and are now 
in Switzerland, France and the Saar 
district. 

One of these men, a subleader 
named Kruse, has addressed a letter 
to Herr Hindenburg telling him that 
he was one of the crew selected by 
Herr Goering to set the richstag on 
fire. He also throws a revealing light 
on the role played by that pathetic 
figure, Van der Lubbe, who lost his 
head, the first of the men who knew 
too much. At the trial, the judge 
asked repeatedly whether Van der 
Lubbe had acted alone, because this 
seemed impossible. Van der Lubbe 
never replied. Because, we learn now, 
he could not reply, he was doped. This 
is the reason the German government 
refused to hand over the body of the 
dead Van der Lubbe to the Dutch 
authorities. A post-mortem examina- 
tion would have shown the presence 
of narcotics in his lungs. The reichs- 
tag was set on fire by Goering’s men, 
who entered the building through the 
underground passage which runs from 
the residence of the reichstag presi- 
dent (Herr Goering) to the parliament 
buildings itself. ‘ 

* 


Goebbels Versus 
Goering. 

The most curious feature of the new 
revelations is that the men who make 
them have been helped to safety across 
the borders by agents of Dr. Goebbels, 
the little propaganda minister. Goeb- 
bels has always detested Goering and 
now sees the chance to neck him. 
Goebbels came within an ace of losing 
his life in Goering’s clean-up on June 
30. He was in sympathy with the 
ideas of Roehm and Gregor Strasser, 
but changed to the other side in the 
nick of time. During the clean-up 
days he never left Hitler for a mo- 
ment. He was afraid that the moment 
he left Hitler he would be seized upon 
by Goering’s agents and made to share 
the fate of Strasser, Roehm, Ernst and 
Heines. 

Another thing has happened in the 
reich, which should be mentioned. The 
reichswehr generals have demanded an 
investigation into the murder of Gen- 
eral Schleicher. They had expected 
‘that Hitler would make some sensa- 
tional revelations about the general's 
alleged plotting with a foreign power, 
in the course of the recent reichstag 
speech. Hitler had promised to do 
so. He did, not say a word, did not 
advance the slightest proof. Now the 
generals are pressing for an investi- 
gation. This is very embarrassing to 
Hitler. For the reichswehr generals 
are the real masters of the situation 
in Germany. Then, in turn, are not 
so much animated by a desire to re 
habilitate the memory of Schleicher, 
as by a desire to compromise Goering 
and force Hitler to get rid of this 
man. They don’t want him. 

Now Hitler may stick with Goering, 
but in that case the reichswehr will 
remove both of them. That’s why 
Goering will be “sacrificed.” And 
x0ebbels, who detests him already, is 
to do the job. He allows men to 
escape abroad who have the goods on 
Goering. 

_ Hitler’s coming dismissal of Goer- 
ing is thus facilitated. He can un- 
oad the whole blame for the reichs- 
tag fire and for the murder of Gen- 
eral Schleicher on the head of Goer- 
ing. But this man Goering is not 
easily dismissed. He has a police force 
of his own. He knows what's brew- 
ing. So for the time being he fills 
the air with speeches of loyalty to 
Hitler, a defense mechanism on his 
part. Dismissal won’t finish Goering. 
t will have to be assassination. 
. 


Goebbels’ Role. 


Why is Goebbels out after Goering’s 
head? The answer is this. When 
Goebbels swerved away from both 
Roehm and Strasser in the nick ot 
time, he knew that he attracted the 
anger of the mass of the nazis by 
such base treason in the moment of 
danger. He knows that the followers 
of Roehm and the other murdered 
chiefs are planning revenge. They are 
only looking for the favorable moment 
to put him on the spot. So, in order 
to rehabilitate himself in their eyes, 
he is willing to hand over Goering, 
the chief executor of the bloody week- 
end, to be knifed. It’s now a ques- 
tion who will be killed first, Goering 
or Goebbels? Both have surrounded 
themselves with a bodyguard. Goering 
has 2,000 men constantly around him. 
Goebbels hasn't that many. But he 


dare not sleep for two nights in the 
same house. 


These are the saviors of 
Germany, people!

“BEWARE OF CLOSED CAR. 

A large proportion of all automobile 
accidents—some engineers who have 
studied the question estimate 85 per 
cent—are unexplainable. What makes 
a good driver who is sober do a queer 
thing such as driving his car off the 
road to crash against some obstruction 
| OF driving it into another car to cause 
/a wreck? Asleep at the wheel? That 
is probably a common cause of such 
accidents. I met such a driver one 
spring afternoon, saw his car strafge- 
ly weaving from one side to the other 
as he approached, got as far off on 
our side as possible, but he hit head- 
on into our midship and smashed us 
plenty. “Sorry,” he said when we 
counted up the property damage, and 
divers cuts, bruises, fractures and 
shocks. “I must have fallen askep— 
I have been driving all last night and 
all day today.” Subsequently the beg- 
gar swore that he had tried to avoid 
us, but we had come at him on the 
wrong side of the road and without 
giving a signal. When a driver feels 
drowsy at the wheel and finds it dif- 
ficult to resist the desire to sleep, he 
can save time as well as peril to 
himself and others by stopping off the 
road and indulging in a short nap. 
After the nap he will feel refreshed 
and alert and can continue his journey 
in comfort and safety. 

It costs more now to insure a car 
on all forms of risk than it does to 
‘supply the car with gas and oil. Un- 
'fortunately folk of the stripe of the 
wretch who wrecked us do not carry 
any insurance? They should worry? 
This is a free country. 

In fifteen cities engineers studying 
the question found that practically 
every motorist interviewed had no- 
ticed strange spells or feelings when 
driving which might be due to slight 
‘earbon monoxide gassing. I have had 
'such experience several times, a sud- 
iden sense of incapacity to drive care- 
‘fully and fear of continuing in traf- 
fic. At first this worried me, for I 
feared it might presage something like 
syncope, apoplexy or hydrophobia or 
pip. But the second time realized 
it was monoxide, Opening the win- 
dows and letting the wind blow 
‘through quickly dispels the trouble.

As an instance of what can be done: The CWA method of 
direct handouts is supposed to have been abolished last spring, 
but right now the FERA is passing out money under different guises 
to a substantial portion of the people who were living off the CWA. 
There are unconfirmable indications that as many as 3,000,000 
persons are now being cared for, or will shortly be cared for, 
through this device. 

Farm purchasing power can be maintained at a much stronger 
level than the drouth would suggest. Farmers who have any crops 
will get real prices for them. Those in the drouth areas will be 
supplied money by the government. 

This money flow from Washington will certainly be accelerated 
until after the November elections. Then winter relief arrange- 
ments will be ready. 

GRIEF There is much more underlying bitterness against Presi- 

dent Roosevelt among big businessmen than has been 
publicly expressed. For instance, the most popular book in finan- 
cial New York is one entitled ‘Frankie in Blunderland.” It was 
written anonymously but is published by a reputable firm, appro-- 
priately with a réd paper cover. 

Copies are at a premium. The first printing was sold out long 
ago. 
Also, the financial air is filled with smoking-room jokes about 
the New Deal, some of which are printable. Apropos of the fed- 
aral deposit insurance and the popular song “Of Thee I Sing, 
Baby,” it is related that Mr. Roosevelt is cracking the bankers with 
a ferule and requiring them to yodel: ‘“‘F. D. I Sing, Bebbee.” 


SENSE Much of this sarcasm comes under the head of good 

fun, even if it is not always clean, and you find some 
financiers taking a sympathetic attitude toward the government. 
One financial wizard whose judgment is as good as any, has this 
very interesting view: 

“I don’t mind when the New Deal says there are to be no profits 
for a few years. 1am not troubled when it tells the fat fellows 
they will have to live off their fat for a while. I do not get aroused 
even when it decides to make those who have money pay half of 
it to the government in taxes. I think all those are probably good 
things. 

“But I do believe the time has come for a change of tactics on 
the part of the administration. I think its attitude is all wrong. 

“The time has come to end uncertainty as much as possible and 
encourage business to go ahead. For instance, all the cards in 
social insurance legislation next session should be laid on the table. 
Business should be permitted to know how much its costs are going 
to be raised by such legislation. It also should be permitted to 
know the extent to which it is going to be affected by tariff policy. 

“| do not ask that Mr. Roosevelt change his New Deal. All I 
say is, let us have it and get it over with. Business can readjust’ 
itself to what is demanded of it and then get started on something 
like a permanent basis. 

“Until that is done, I cannot see any end to uncertainty or any 
chance for substantial progress.”

JAP GOVERNMENT 
SEES LITTLE PERIL 
OF WAR WITH U. S.

and have in most instances engen- 
dered increased suspicion of Japan’s 
motives. 
Queries in Writing. 

In order that there might be no 
such inaccuracies in the presentment 
of the information sought from the 
Japanese government by this writer, 
all queries were submitted in writing 
and the answers are also in written 
form—a digression from the establish- 
ed routine of contacting official 
sources that emphasizes the earnest 
desire of Japan to tell her story to 


| the world. 


The “official spokesman” of the 
Japanese foreign office is the diplo- 
mat through whom all information is 
sought and through whom most state- 
ments of policy are issued. The offi- 
cial spokesman in this instance is the 
same official who startled the world 
with the announcement some months 
ago of the policy which has since 
become generally known as the “Mon- 
roe Doctrine of the Far East.” In- 
cidentally, this able Japanese public 
leader was, to use an Americanism, 
“the goat” in this situation as the 
document containing the policy was 
in reality merely a confidential mem- 
orandum to the Japanese minister ct 
Nanking, but was delivered to his 
office, through a slip-up somewhere, 
as a policy to be publicly announced. 

Japan’s Position Outlined. 

Here are the questions submitted to 
Fjii Amau, the official spokesman of 
the Japanese foreign office, and his 
answers: ~~ 


Q. Is Japan’s desire for an equal 
naval ratio with the United States 
the result of the fear of war between 
the two countries? 

A. Japan’s naval plans have no 
exclusive reference to the question of 
a possible Japanese-American war. 
The absence any fundamental dif- 
ferences between the two countries 
precludes the possibility of war. 

It was stated by the foreign minis- 
ter in his address before the diet last 
January, and it been since re- 
iterated time and again by him and 
other publie men of Japan, that there 
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? through diplomatic 
.—How best in the opinion of the 

Japanese government can Japan and 
the United States go about reaching 
a basis of complete and harmonious 
understanding, under which the two 
governments can best serve the inter- 
ests of their own peoples and contrib- 
ute to the peace of the world? 

A.—This is a subject the Japanese 
government desires to discuss frankly 
and study carefully together with the 
government of the United States. We 
a to know what America wants us 
to do. 


Q.—Does the Japanese government 
feel that the present American admin- 
istration is friendly? 

A.—Yes. Following the close 
Sino-Japanese hostilities and the ad- 
vent of the present American adminis- 
tration there has been a marked im- 
provement in Japanese-American re- 
lations. We feel that the American 
people are becoming better informed 
concerhing Japan’s position and prob- 
lems and the mission in east Asia. We 
feel further that the diplomacy of the 
American administration is both ad- 
mirable and effective. 

Q.—Is it true that the 
people as a whole look with 
friendship and admiration upon 
United States than formerly? 

A.—Absolutely no! If there is 
any symptom that proves this ques- 
tion, it is attributable to the greater 
intensity of nationalism which has 
swept many countries of the world as 
well as Japan, but not to any cooling 
of Japanese friendship for America. 

Q.—Does Japan desire the co-opera- 
tion of the United States in working 
out the solution of the problems with 
which she is now confronted? 

A.—American co-operation is not 
only desirable but essential in many 
cases. But in certain cases Japan 
may find it necessary to act alone. 
China, for instance, is far away from 
America, but so near to Japan. Your 
interests may be considerable, but 
ours are vital. There may be occa- 
sions when we have to act while 
you can well afford to stand by, watch 
and wait, 

Q.—Is Japan buying large quanti- 
ties of war materials and are muni- 
tions plants turning out a_ greater 
output than ever before? 

A.—I am not in a position to —— 
authoritatively on military plans 
which are closely guarded from the 
public in all countries. But I think 
that, owing to the depletion of stock 
éaused by the recent hostilities, our 
army is purchasing and manufactur- 
ing munitions today to a larger ex- 
tent than is normal, 

Q.—Are there any existent reasons 
why Japan fears eventual war with 
Russia? 

A.—No, there are none. 

No Designs on China. 

Q.—Is it true that Japan has dis- 
covered she cannot secure from Man- 
churia the raw materials she must 
have to maintain her position as a 
great power and that she accordingly 
has designs on additional Chinese ter- 
ritory? 

A.—By commerce and industry Ja- 
pan can maintain herself as a great 
power; she is not out for territorial 
expansion. Manchukuo has come into 
being as a by-product of the Manchu- 
rian Incident, not as the consumma- 
tion of a premeditated plan on the 
part of Japan. We do not propose 
partitioning of China, and anticipate 
no trouble with America on that score. 

Q.—If Japan is sincere in her 
claim that Manchukuo is a free and 
independent state, why does she main- 
tain such a large military force in 
Manchuria? 

The situation in Manchukuo is yet 
in a transitional and formative stage, 
requiring special military and diplo- 
matic arrangements on the part. of 
Japan. The presence of comparative- 
ly largely Japanese forces is requil 
as part of treaty obligations pending 
the complete pacification of the vast 
country and the building up of an 
adequate Manchukuo army for nation- 
al defense. 

Q.—Do merchants of other coun- 
tries actually have an equal oppor- 
tunity to compete for Manchukuo busi- 
ness? 
A—Merchants of other countries 
are not deprived of an equal oppor- 
tunity, but how are those merchants 
of distant lands, who find it difficult 
to compete with Japanese in their own 
countries, going to outbid Japanese in 
Manchukuo? Why, for instance, should 
the South Manchuria railway buy its

supplies abroad when they can be had 


cheaper at home? The matter has 
nothing to do with the question of the 
oper door. 

Disarming Frankness. 

The frank and straight-forward an- 
swers of the official spokesman of the 
Japanese foreign office are, to say 
the least of it, corroborative of Japan's 
claim that she is, to the best of her 
ability, following policies that are fun- 
damentally right and that she has 
nothing to hide. It will be noted that 
it is frankly admitted that ammunition 
stocks are being enlarged and that the 
cards are set against western com- 
petition for the trade of Manchukuo. 

Of greater significance to America 
is the statement, with reference to 
Japanese-American co-operation in the 
solution of the problems of the far 
east that “we want to know what 
America wants us to do.” 

Certainly, with such a_ starting 
point, there should be no serious dif- 
ficulty in the creation of an atmos- 
phere of better and understanding be- 
tween the two countries, and of a pro- 
gram of joint effort through which the 
less-enlighted peeples of the far east 
can be extended the helping hand they 
so desperately need if they are to 
secure their fair share of the bless- 
ings of modern civilization.

Developments Monday in the guber- 
natorial race were marked by the 
issuance of another statement by J. 
Sid Tiller, of Atlanta, president of 
the Georgia Federation of Labor, in 
whihch he attacked the governor 
again, charging that the chief execu- 
tive has “no interest in the welfare 
of the workers and their families.” 
The statement follows: 

In his recent public utterances Governor 
Talmadge has challenged the rights of the 
Georgia Federation of Labor to speak for 
and protect the interests of the workers 
of this state, particularly those engaged 
in highway construction. He has charged 
that organized labor is interested only in 
the wages and working conditions of its own 
members, and that not more than one out 
of every 500 workers on the highways are 
members of any union. 

The governor makes the mistake of judg- 
ing the labor movement by his own stand- 
ards: he cannot conceive that any one 
would be moved to perform a humanitarian 
or helpful service except for a _ selfish 
motive. 

It is true that not more than one out 
of 500 of the workers on our highways be- 
long to any labor organization, but re- 
gardliess of whether they are union or non- 
union, they are still workers and fellow 
Georgians. As such they are entitled to 
fair wages and decent treatment for the 
services they perform. 

When it became apparent that Governor 
Talmade had no interest in the welfare 
of these workers and their families, it he- 
came the obligation and privilege of the 
organized workers, who could protect them- 
selves, to also endeavor to protect those 
who were being abused by state officials to 
further the selfish interest of chiseling con- 
tractors. 

When challenged about the ‘“‘nickel an 
hour’’ for workers, Governor Talmadge re- 
plied that the ‘‘charge was born in 
iniquity and hatched in crime.’’ Apparent- 
ly the governor forgets that there are of- 
ficial records, and that from January 
through July, 1938, when he had sole con- 
trol of the relief funds in Georgia, he 
fixed the “‘nickel an hour’’ wage for the 
heads of Georgia families who were des- 
titute through no fault of their own. The 
many thousands of our people who were 
forced to accept the ‘‘nickel an hour’’ or 
starve, are witnesses to this fact, in addi- 
tion to the official records. 

‘We agree that it was a crime, but it 
was born under the dome of the capitol 
and hatched in the governor’s office. 

The United States government, endeavor- 
ing to protect Georgia citizens from being 
abused by their own officials, enjoined a 
chiseling contractor from violating the law, 
Governor Talmadge and his henchmen on 
the state highway board stepped in to pro- 
tect their chiseling colleagues from finan- 
cial loss and to the shame of all Georgians, 
placed our state government on the side 
of the law breakers. These public officials, 
hiding under the cloak of their office, feel- 
ing that they are exempt from prosecu- 
tion, boast that they intend to take ad- 
vantage of the need of their own citizens. 
Their act as public officials would send 
them to the penitentiary if committed as 
private citizens. 

No amount of misrepresentation can hide 
the fact that Governor Talmadge and his 
house are opposing the recovery program 
of President Roosevelt and the democratic 
party. The people of Georgia must choose 
between allegianec to that great program 
or open defiance of the law.

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OLD-TIME FIRE FIGHTING. 
II—Early Fire Brigades. 
Before the days of the telephone 
and the electric fire alarm, shouting 
was the common way of telling that 
a fire had started. (Shouting is still 
used, but not to the extent it was in 

the olden days.)

Running out of a burning house, 


‘la person would eall at the top of 


his voice, “Fire!” Those who could 
hear would take up the shout, and 
men would go rushing to the nearest 
“engine house.” 

Those who ran there have been 
described as “a howling mob.” 
least we may feel sure that they got 
in the way of one another as they 
tried to wheel out the hand-pump 
and rush it to the fire. When they 
arrived they fitted their engine to 
the nearest hydrant. and used the 
hose to pour a half-inch stream of 
water on the burning timbers. If 
they gave up hope of 


the hose on near-by houses, in an ef- 
fort to keep the fire from spreading. 
In many places there were no hy- 
drants from which to take water. 
“Bucket brigades” were used in such 
cases, Buckets of water were taken

house, as they often did, they turned |

from wells and were passed from 
hand to hand, either to be poured di- 
rectly on the flames or to be placed 
in a tank from which the water could 
be pumped out of a hose. 

A Dutch engineer is given credit 
for inventing the first leather hose 
for use with a fire pump, By pwigting 
long strips of leather into tubes. a 
sewing the edges together, in 1672, he 
made a hose which was fairly “‘flex- 
ible.” The rubber hose did not come 
into use until much later. 


There were towns in the olden days 
where any and every man who heard 
the cry of “Fire!” was expected to 
rush to the scene’ and to do his part; 
but some towns had fire brigades 
made up of men who volunteered to 
serve in case of need, and who prac- 
ticed .with .the hand-pumps or fire 
engines. 

Edinburgh, Scotland, took the 
lead in managing public fire fighting. 
More than two centuries ago, the 
common council appointed “a com- 
pany for quenching of fire.” It was 
made up of 84 men, of whom 12 were 
called ‘“firemasters.” They were 
given buckets, shovele and leather 
hats—but for a long time they had 
no engines. 

James Braidwood, who came _ to 
the head of Fdinburgh’s fire fight- 
ers in 1824, did his work so well that 
the Edinburgh system became a 
model for other cities. Braidwood’s 
men were paid for their work, and 
were given the best hand-pumps that 
could be had at the time.

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Whether or not the leopards roar 
is something I cannot answer. It has 
never been my pleasure to study in 


the range of these spotted cats and 
therefore I can only say that the 
spotted frog that bears the name of 
leopard must have taken that name 
from the spots rather than voice, un- 
less some vivid imagination has lik- 
ened the sound of the leopard frog 
call to the purring of an enormous 


cat. 

While the swamp cricket frogs and 
the spring peepers are finishing up 
their vernal concerts. series, the 
leopard frogs make their appearance 
on the stage aud begin a chorus of 
soft clucking calls. They sit low in 
the water on these nights; some ad- 
ventursome spirits among them may 
venture onto the margin of the pond 
just a bit beyond the feather edge of 
the water; always, however, they are 
headed back toward the friendly fluid, 
- they well know where their safety 
ies. 

It is a bit difficult to find the 
leopard if one is relying on the source 
of the fluttering call as an index to 
the location of the animal. One should 
rather wade slowly along the edges of 
the sloughs and bayous, light trained 
carefully several feet in advance of 
one’s position, causing as small a 
ripple to proceed one as possible. At 
the slightest indication of a disturb- 
ance by land or water, there is usually 
a single screaming cry, nerve-shak- 
ing on the stillness of night if unex- 
pected, followed by a portentous plunk 


and the frog strikes the water in a 
headlong plunge for safety. This reac- 
tion pattern varies somewhat with the 
location of the frog. If he be resting 
on the surface of a marsh, with plen- 
ty of vegetation about him, he will 
simply sink below the surface and 
hide himself from sight and molesta- 
tion, 

Later in the season, say during early 
May, the leopard frog will move far- 
ther from water, so that several vig- 
orous leaps will be necessary to take 
him to his aquatic safety. These leaps 
are nothing to the splendid leaping 
legs attached to this animal’s body; 
they take dangers, so to speak, in 
their stride; I have actually seen a 
frog leap toward a marauding water- 
snake, clearing him by a matter of 
an inch on the second leap, and take 
off for the water with a note of de- 
rision in the warning scream. 

I should make it clear that this 
scream serves as a warning to the 
frogs further down the line. If you 
have frightened one frog in your 
search, be certain that you have re- 
duced your chances of getting all the 
leopards in any one place by a least 
10 times. Listen a bit after the scream 
shatters the night silence; there will 
be a series of diminishing plunks as 
the frogs take to safety in the other 
half of their native element. 

The frogs we have discussed so far 
have the vocal sacs on the throat. 
This species, the leopard frog, has a 
pair of such pouches, not on the 
throat, but on the sides of the head, 
where they form long, loose pouches 
when the animal is in preservative.

Former Empress Zita Pushes Plans 
To Place Otto on Throne in Austria 


_ LONDON, Aug. 13.—(#)—The for- 
mer Empress Zita, described by diplo- 
mats as a “fast worker,” was said to- 
day by an authoritative source to be 
going ahead with her efforts to bring 
about restoration of the Hapsbur¢g 
throne in Austria despite objections 
from the little entente nations. 

Italian officials were said by the 
same source to have suggested that 
Zita go slowly in her negotiations on 
the continent looking toward making 
her son, the Archduke Otto, a king. 

While British official quarters de- 
clined .to discuss the monarchial 
plans, they ridiculed reports that Otto, 
now in Sweden, might try to marry a 
Swedish princess. 

“An Italian princess still remains 
the probable consort if his plans for 
the throne ever get anywhere,” one 
diplomat said. 

Another high source described Otto's 
present journey in the Scandinavian 
countries as mere “dust in the eye 
to mask Zita’s real negotiations in 
Italy, France and elsewhere.” 

(In Brussels an _ authoritative 
source disclosed today that plans of 
Otto to attend a family meeting in 
Italy were changed after newspapers 
had revealed his destination when he 
started from his Belgian castle last 
week. His baggage already had gone 
south, it was stated, but he changed 
his mind and went north after bis 
plans were published.) 

High diplomatic sources here said 
that the Bourbon-Parma family for- 
tune, estimated at $100,000,000, is 
being used to back Otto. 

Zita’s negotiations were reported to 
have been bitterly rejected by the lit- 
tle entente nations—Rumania, Yugo- 
slavia and Czechoslovakia. 

Representatives of those countries, 
London has heard, asserted that they 
feared an Austro-Hungarian mon- 
archy meant danger to their inde- 
pendence, 

Diplomatic quarters have been told 
that the little entente countries were 
offered oral guarantees that no en- 
croachment on their territories was 
intended, but have not yet accepted. 

These reports conflicted with an- 
other to the effect that Zita has been 
urged by some advisers to make such 
guarantees in writing, but declined to

13.—()—-A gigantie pile of rock es- 


timated to weigh 30,000,000 pounds 
rose above the water in Niagara gorge 
tonight, visible evidence of the first 
major rock slide from Horseshoe 
falls since 1931. 

Residents said the rock fall had 
ehanged the contour of the falls con- 
siderably. It also altered the course 
of the turbulent waters of the upper 
rapids, they said, sending more water 
toward the American side. 

John T. Jackson, general manager 
of the Queen Victorla park, main- 


_tained by the Canadian government 


on that side of the falls, estimated 
the rock weighed 15,000 tons after a 
trip on a sight-seeing boat. 

The pile at the foot of the falls, 
Jackson said, is huge and some of 
the pieces of rock are 30 feet square. 
to be about 50 feet 
thick. 

Canadian Power Company engineers 
had reporfed no damage to tunnels 
or their equipment tonight. They 
said no great effect was apparent in 
the flow of water, but continued to 
keep a close watch for developments. 

The break was halfway to the apex 
of the horseshoe-shaped falls from Goat 
island, Racy Levee, police superin- 
tendent at Niagara reservation on the 
island, stated. The island is between 
Niagara Falls on the American side 
and Horseshoe, which is entirely in 
Canada. Levee said the rock began 
to crumble about 250 feet from the 
shore of the island.

jagged, saw-like rim of the falls and 
the huge pile beneath ‘it. But the 
mist obscured the view. shrouding the 
secret of nature’s wonder. 

The huge chunk fell from the cata- 
ract at 8:20 a. m., E. 8S. T., today 
with a deafening roar that seemed to 
still the sound of water pouring over

Qhio and Nebraska Will 
Name Senatorial Candi- 
dates for Both Parties. 


By the Associated Press. 

Stirred by the turbulence of bitter 
campaigns, Ohio and Nebraska demo- 
erats and republicans will choose sen- 
atorial candidates in today’s primaries 
for the November 6 congressional] elec- 
tions. 

These states, along with Idaho and 
Arkansas, also name party candidates 
for 38 house seats, four governorships 
and numerous state offices. 

With the “New Deal” the major is- 
sue in both senatorial party tilts in 
Nebraska and Ohio, those contests 
have drawn national interest. The 
outcome is viewed in’ some quarters 
as an portant test of Roosevelt 
policies. 

Claims and charges of Roosevelt’s 
administration support in behalf of 
two senatorial candidates—Represent- 
ative E. R. Burke in Nebraska and 
Representative Charles West in Ohio 
—<despite the reported “hands-off” pol- 
icy of the White House in primaries, 
has increased the importance of the 


contests. 
. Nebraska Conflict. 

The Nebraska senatorial fight be- 
tween Burke and Governor Charles 
W. Bryan, brother of the late William 
Jennings Bryan, also is a tug-of-war 
for democratic control of the state. 
Bryan’s political enemy, Arthur F. 
Mullen, former democratic national 
committeeman, has been active in the 
support of Burke and has charged 
that Bryan is opposed to the “New 
Deal.” 

Ohio’s three-way democratic sena- 
torial scrap brought claims from for- 
mer Governor A. VY. “Vic” Donahey, 
Representative West and Governor 
George White that each of them was 
the best qualified as New Deal can- 
didate. 

Senator Bulkley, ‘administration 
democrat supporting West, has threat- 
ened to institute an investigation in 
the event Governor White is nominat- 
ed. Bulkley charged White had traded 
some state highway jobs for the in- 
dorsement of the Cleveland democratic 
organization. Newton D. Baker, see- 
retary of war during the Wilson nd- 
ministration, is supporting White. 

“Observers” Delegated. 

George S. Myers, the Ohio secretary 
of state, announced he was dispatch- 
ing “staff” observers to Cleveland “as 
a precautionary measure in the inter- 
est of an honest election.’ 


State officials said no request had 
been made for such action and that 
Myers did it on his. own initiative. 

Senator Simeon D. Fess is seeking 
the republican senatorial nomination. 
He has expressed unqualified opposi- 
tion to the Roosevelt administration. 
Fess has three opponents. 

Former Representative Robert G. 
Simmons. of Lincoln, is a candidate 
for the Nebraska republican senatorial 
nomination. Other candidates are 
Kenneth S. Wherry, of Pawnee City; 
Robert Smith, of Omaha; U. S. Renne, 
of Fort Calhoun, and Barton Green, 
of Lincoln, 

C. A. Sorenson, of Lincoln, has four 
opponents for the Nebraska republic- 
an governorship nomination. In that 
state’s democratic gubernatorial pri- 
mary there is a field of nine. 

In Ohio seven republicans are seek- 
ing the governorship nomination. 

Governor C. Ben Ross wants the 
democratic gubernatorial nomination 
for the third time in Idaho and has 
two opponents. 

In Arkansas, Governor J. Marion 
Futrell is opposed for the democratic 
gubernatorial nomination by Howard 
A. Reed, former state comptroller. 

All the incumbents in the 24 Ohio, 
5 Nebraska, 2 Idaho and 7 Arkansas 
house seats have contests for renom- 
ination.

HOPES RISE ROR SALVAGING 
SLIM HARVESTS IN WEST 
BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Hopes of salvaging slim harvests 
welled in six agricultural states last 
night following a week-end of pre- 
cious rains, 

More showers were promised for 
some of the central states—I)linois 
and Indiana—and forecasters said 
weather changes should be more 
rapid from now on out, indicating 
that the drouth’s long‘siege might be 
lifting. 

Generally, he precipitation came 
too late to aid major field crops, but 
it came as money from the sky for 
farmers striving to meet an acute 
water shortage. 

Pastures Revived. 

Where there were substantial rains, 
they freshened prospects of obtaining 
late crops—the roughage farmers had 
planted in an attempt to grow some 
feed for the fall. Scorched pastures 
were given a new lease on life, and 
their owners hoped that more live 
stock could be saved. 

Rain fell at the rate of one inch 
in one hour at Henryetta, Okla., a 
sight the natives had not seen since 
June 11. Light rains were general] 
over the state, and, in many in- 
stances, it was the first measurable 


precipitation in two months, 

The Cheyenne Indians regarded the 
rain as an answer to their animal 
dance, staged on the North Canadian 
river Saturday, and prepared a cele- 
bration feast. 

Nebraskans looked upon a rain- 
soaked landscape. Cairo, Farwell and 
Boelus, in the drouth-baked central! 
part of the state, had two-inch down- 
pours. In the panhandle region it 
was believed the rains had saved a 
fair stand of corn and farmers were 
able to start fall ploughing. 

Clouds in Kansas. 

Clouds hung over Kansas, veiling 
a sun which had burned the state 
brown. Heavy rains soaked Valley 
Falls and Centralia, the former city 
getting 2.75 inches. Elsewhere in 
the state there were hopes for show- 
ers to rescue late garden crops and 
dampen the subsoil for fall planting. 

The need for rain was critical al! 
through the southwest, where farm- 
ers feared the winter wheat crop will 
fail:unless showers come fefore seed- 
ing time. 

Missouri had scatteréd precipita- 

tion. bringing temperatures down in 
the first respite since late June. Roscoe 
Nunn, state meteorologist, asserted 
grain crops were virtually past aid. 
but said the rains would freshen pas- 
tures, 
, Downstate Illinois had rains as 
heavy as 2.44 inches, brightening gar- 
dens and orchards and heightening 
the chances for a corn crop, lowa 
received random showers. 

Generally throughout the drouth 
area the showers had ushered in cool- 
er weather—the mercury dropped as 
much as 30 degrees in the hottest 
states. Rains too light to drown out 
cinch bugs or too late to revive wilted 
grain, softened the stony ground for 
plowing, which had promised to be a

ROME, Aug. 13.--(4)—Develop- 
ment of the American aviation indus- 
try to a point that “will surpass pres- 
ent dreams” was predicted today by 
Clark Howell, chairman of President 
Roosevelt’s federal aviation commis- 
sion. 

The prediction was made in a state- 
ment by Howell at a luncheon given 
him and his party by Count Ciano, 
son-in-law of Premier Mussolini and 
head of the government press burean. 
The commission of which he is 
chairmna, Mr. Howell said, _ is 
“charged with the responsible duty of 
recommending to the American con- 
gress measures that will stabilize the 
relations between the industry and 
the government, thus paving the way 
for a development of the industry that 
will surpass present dreams of trans- 
portation achievement.” 

He explained that he had accepted 


other southern newspaper publishers 
before President Roosevelt asked him 
to take the chairmanship of the com- 
mission and that his visit is pri- 
marily in response to that invitation. 

While here, however, he is begin- 
ning a‘thorongh examination of civi! 
aviation in Europe which will take 
him to several countries.

These reductions have brought increases in the num- 
using the railroad trains, but the in- 
has not been as great as had been 
hoped for—in June, for example, the Central of Geor- 
gia’s passenger revenue was actually 
of 1933 when the higher rates were in effect.

The Importance of the Lead. 
In the struggle of suits, which char- 


contract bridge, time is the most prec- 
ious advantage either side can gain. 
From the first lead to the last the 

ay of the cards represents a race. 

ach side is trying to establish its 
cards as winners, and to do so with 
the greatest of haste so that actual 
tricks may be won before the enemy 
has had an opportunity to win what- 
ever number of tricks may be the 
goal set for them by the inviolable 
limits of the final contract. The ele- 
ment of time is not so important 
when there is a trump suit as when 
there are no trum for every little 
trump card will finally prevent the 
loss of a trick even to an ace, while 
at notrump only high honors can pre- 
vent the opponents from winning 
tricks in their best suit. The opening 
lead is therefore of the greatest impor- 
tance, since it is one additional time 
unit in the race to establish winning 
cards. That is the reason—and a 
very good reason it is—why it is 
usually important to lead the longes{ 
suit when the opponents are playin 
the hand at notrump. If there is suf- 
ficient time, the smal! cards of that 
suit, even though they be deuces and 
treys, will soon have outlasted the 
powerful aces and kings, and will wiu 
tricks unopposed. 

In the interesting hand below, the 
right to lead first made a difference 
in the play of the hand of two tricks, 
and caused a game contract to be de- 
feated instead of being made with an 
overtrick,

South’s opening three notrump bid 
was somewhat ill advised—a two-club 
bid would have been much sounder. 
But South felt that the hand would 
surely be played at three notrump 
in any case, unless North was strong 
enough to make a slam try; and be- 
ing a bold, over-aggressive player, he 
boomed out the game bid immediately. 

West opened the five of spades, 
and by this play settled South's fate, 
for the element of time was too great 
for even South’s galaxy of honors 
to overcome. Three times South, in 
order to establish his winning tricks 
in harts, was forced to relinquish the 
lead to one of West’s aces. On the 


North East

opening lead South was reduced to 


a double spade stopper. He led the 
club king, and West, winning the ace, 
played another spade, which left South 
with only one remaining’ stopper. 
South took his three club tricks and 
played a diamond, whereupon West 
won the ace and drove out South’s 
last spade stopper. Now South could 
win two tricks in diamonds, which 
made eight in all that he had won, 
but when he led the heart king and 
established two winning hearts for 
himself, he found that he was forced 
to discard them without gain on 
West's two remaining spades. 

The opening lead was the decisive 
tempo allowing the contract to be de- 
feated one trick.

Dear Miss Chatfield: I am enter- 
ing a boy’s college as a co-ed this fall.

RAILROADS ATTACK 
PENSION SEATUTE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(/)— 
A test of the constitutionality of the 
federal railroad pension act started 
toward the supreme court today with 
a suit in a District of Columbia | 
tribunal asking an injunction against | 
the law. 

The carriers, or attorneys repre 
senting over 150 of the largest roads, 
contended the statute, providing a re- 
tirement pension system for railroad | 


workers, violated not one, but. two 
clauses of the constitution. 

By agreement between opposing 
lawyers, operation of the law, which 
became effective August 1, was sus- 
pended until Wednesday. At that 
time Justice Proctor in the District 
of Columbia supreme court is to hear 
arguments and decide whether to 
grant a temporary injunction pend- 
ing decision on the statute’s valid- 


y. ) 

Regardless of the ruling on the act 
in district court, the issue is expect- 
ed to be taken to the highest tribunal 
for settlement. 

Railroad attorneys contended the 
pension legislation violates the com- 
merce section of the constitution and 
the fifth amendment which prohibits 
the taking of property “‘without due 
process of law.” 

S. R. Prinee, general counsel for 
the Southern railway, a member of 
the committee whi is headed by 
R. B. Fletcher, general counsel for 
the Association of Railway Execu- | 
tives, laid the petition before Jus 
tice Proctor. 

He said he understood the rail- 
road retirement board, which is to 
carry out the law, was planning a 
demand for $300,000 on the railroads 
to start operations. 

Harry Schulman, general counsel 
for the board and its. members—Mur- 
ray W. Latimer, John T. William- 
son and Lee M. Eddy—informed the 
court he was not prepared to answer 
the railroad plea and asked a delay, 
which was granted until Wednesday. 

The act provides that railroad em- 
ployes shall pay 2 per cent of their 
monthly salaries into a fund for pen- 
sions. The railroads would pay 4 
per cent of their pay rolls into the 
fund. Pensions would be granted on 
request to any employe who has’ 
served 30 years, and are made man- | 
datory when the worker reaches the | 
age of 65. The railroads estimate 
there are 9,500 workers who will | 
reach the mandatory retirement age} 
this year. ~

NAVY AIR PROGRAM 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(2)—~ 
A new five-year naval air expansion 
program calling for a big increase in 
fighting aircraft and pilots is being 
drafted by Chairman Vinson. of the 
house naval committee, in co-opera- 
tion with the navy department for 
presentation to the next congress. 

The author of the Vinson “treaty 
navy’ shipbuilding act today told re- 
porters the projected program would 


}call for construction up to the 2,100 
/naval planes already authorized by 


congress but “not appropriated for; 
development of the Philadelphia naval 
aircraft factory, aud an increase in 
the facilities of the Pensacola (Fla.) 
naval aviation training school. 

“For national defense and reasons 
of economy we need a definite pro- 
stam for the increase of our naval 
air force,” Vinson said. “We also 
need a large number of reserve planes 
for the aircraft carriers built and 
building.” : 

Vinson said the original five-year 
naval expansion program, begun in 
1927 and recently completed, had re- 
sulted in savings of $27,000,000 to 
the government. 

“Haphazard and sporadic purchas- 
ing of planes leads to waste and fail- 
ure to keep abreast of rapid develop- 
ments in fighting aircraft,” Vinson 
emphasized. “While the navy now 
has around 1,000 planes, only about 
or. war-time com- 
bat service. We need more -of the 
fighting types.” 

The development of the naval air- 
craft factory for the construction of 
airplane engines, he said, was made 
necessary “to keep the government 
from being at the mercy of airplane 
engine manufacturers.” 

Questioned about the prospect for 
a successful outcome of the project- 
ed 1935 naval arms conference, Vin- 
son said: 

“I hope it will be called and that 
it will be successful.” 

The Georgia democrat said, how- 
ever, he was not optimistic, and 
added: 

“The world situation and economic 
conditions generally, in my opinion, 
do not justify Japanese claims that 
their ratio in capital ships should be 
increased. The 5-5-3 ratio at the 
Washington arms conference is jus 
and should be maintained.” 


SHARKS’ DOCILITY 
‘PROVED’ BY BEEBE 
IN BERMUDA TEST 


HAMILTON, Bermuda, Aug. 13.— 
(UP)—As relaxation from his record- 
breaking descents in a bathysphere, 
Dr. William Beebe, New York scien- 
tist, played around on the ocean floor 
in 40 feet of water off here today 
with sharks, barracuda and other 
presumably dangerous fish. _ 

The deep-sea diving specialist, who 
set a record of 2,510 feet last Satur- 
day, took a party out with him for 
a day's sport and helmet diving in 
the comparatively shallow water ner 
shore. 

He has often contended that sharks 
won't attack human beings, a 
ing the afternoon had a ¢ 
prove it. 

Using a dynamite gun, 
visible in the clear water off 
coral reefs of Bermuda, had j 
stunned a “puffer” fish when a five- 
foot shark swooped down for it. The 
rest gasped as Dr. Beebe calmly took 
the iron handle of his retrieving net 
and poked it at the sea beast. The 
shark shot off at great speed. 

Dr. Beebe came up but went down 
again and his friends saw several 
sharks. barracuda (presumably even 
more dangerous to man than the or- 
dinary shark) great eels and other 
fish flit about him harmlessly while 
the scientist collected butterfly fish 
unmolested. A representative of the 
National Geographic Society on the 
party today vouched for the accuracy 
of the day's diving reports.

MILES WINS NEXT. 

Miles, with two fine wood shots, 
won the next hole with a par 5, and 
halved the 21st in one over perfect 
figures. 

Robinson started his real drive to 
the title at the 22d, where he carded 
a par 4 and went 2 up. He won the 
next three holes, lost the 27th but 
came back with a par 3 to win the 
27th and was 5 up and nine to play. 
Roby carded a 37 against a 42 for the 
Miles on the first nine of the after- 
noon round. 

Miles rallied on the 28th to cut the 
lead to four, but Robinson carded a 
birdie at the 29th and pars at the 
30th and 31st to close out the match 
as Miles was one over par on each of 
the last three holes. 

Robinson played two of his best 
shots of the match on the long par 5 
hole, where he was just short of the 
green.

QUICK VICTORY.

Corn rallied with wheat, and in con- 
sequence of the best corn shipping 
demand experienced for some time. Be- 
lated liquidation made the oats mar- 
ket weak. 

Provisions advanced, influenced by 
a rise of hog values to the highest 
point since October, 1931.

Grain Trading Ahead 
Of Stock Transactions 


The volume of trading in grains on 
the Chicago Board of Trade during 
July continued to run far ahead of 
stock transactions on the New York 
Stock Exchange, based upon dollar 
valuations, according to a compilation 
by Fenner & Beane, members of the 
New York Stock Exchange, and the 
principal commodity exchanges of the 
country. 

The dollar volume of dealings in the 
five leading commodities on the ‘hi- 
cago Board of Trade—wheat, corn, 
oats. rye and barley—totaled $1,206,- 
016.385 for July, compared with $1,- 
160,032,158 in June, according to fig- 
ures prepared by the firm. The vol- 
ume of stock transactions on the New 
York Stock Exchange for the month 
of July aggregated $458,153.749, com- 
pared with $433,443,999 in the preced- 
ing month. 

Wheat accounted for by far the larg- 
est portion of trading in grains, the 
July turnover exceeding $884,000,000. 
The month’s turnover in other gains 
was ‘approximately $255,000.000 for 
corn. $38,000.000 for oats, $26,000,000 
for rye and $729,000 for barley.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—(UP) 
Again blasting talk of inflation the 
treasury department today announced 
that under its silver nationalization 
program, issuance of silver currency 
will be restricted to the amount the 
government pays for the white metal. 

The announcement, Secretary of the 
Treasury Henry Morgenthau Jr. ex- 
plained, was merely for purposes of 
clarification. He emphasized silver 
backed currency will be issued on the 
basis of 50.01 cents an ounce, the 
price the government is paying for 
nationalized silver. 

Since the treasury’s pegged or book 
price for silver is $1.29 an ounce, this 
means that for each dollar of currency 
issued, as against an ounce of silver 
bought for 50.01 cents, the govern- 
ment will make a book profit of 78.99 
cents. 

Were this profit also turned into 
the m@netary chapnels in the form of 
currency, then, it was explained, there 
would be an adequate reason for infla- 
tion talk. As it is, the so-called profit 
will be diverted to the treasury gen- 
eral fund and carried on the books as 
bullion.

ASHLAND, Miss., Aug. 13.—() 
Mobs snatched two negroes from the 
hands of deputy sheriffs in Benton 
county today and hanged them from 
a tree near Michigan City to avenge 
the killing of two white men. 

The victims were Robert Jones and 
Smith Houey, who were being brought 
here for trial for the murder of Con- 
nis Gillespie more than a year ago. 

The tree from which they were 
hanged was only 150 yards from the 
spot where Deputy Sheriff Mark 
Mason was slain while investigating 
Gillespie’s death. 

Jones was taken from two deputies 
while being brought here from Tupelo, 
and Houey was taken from two other 
deputies while being brought here 
from Holly Springs. 

The two mobs converged near 
Michigan City and hanged the negroes 
from the tree. ‘heir bodies were left 
suspended until Sheriff R. H. Hud- 
speth ordered them cut down and 
brought here. 

The mobs were masked, and depu- 
ties said they did not recognize any 
of the men. Sheriff Hudspeth said 
he was going to do his “best to find 
the guilty parties,’ and District At- 
torney Fred Belk promised a “rigid 
investigation.”

HUGE U.S: PARK 
TOBE BULTHERE 


Not Less Than 2,000 
Acres Will Be Required. 
Location Undecided. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. i5.—Offi- 
cials of the national park service in 
collaboration with experts of the fed- 


eral emergency relief administration 
and forest service today were consid- 
ering Atlanta as well as various other 
cities throughout the country as suit- 
able areas for the establishment of 
a vacational or recreational park for 
the benefit of unemployed or ‘relief 
workers. While Atlanta has been defi- 
nitely settled upon as one of the larg- 
er cities of the nation to profit by 
a park, no decision ‘has yet _been 
reached as to just what land will be 
acquired for the experiment. 

Various sites within a suitable dis- 
tance of .Atlanta already have been 
surveyed and-are under consideration 
and it is estimated that not less than 
2,000 acres will be purchased for 
park purposes when a definite de- 
cision to buy has been reached. 

Details of the plan for acquiring 
land for park purposes were not 
available today but it js known ‘that 
nou-productive or submarginal land 
will be preferred by the three govern- 
ment agencies interested in this new 
program of relief. After it has been 
fully developed by relief workers the 
land will be turned over to state re- 
lief and conservation departments, of- 


| facials said today. 


Definite plans for acquisition of 
the land are being withheld because 
federal authorities are fearful that 
if they are known before purchase is 
made, real estate and other interests 
would be inclined to inflate the val- 
ue of the land beyond its true value. 

Land to be used for recreational 
park purposes will be acquired from 
a fund of $5,000,000 allocated from 
a $25,000,000 fund appropriated by 
congress for special relief work. 

In the Atlanta area. as well as in 
other cities, land will be acquired 
gradually. In fact, it was said that 
no land whatever has yet been pur- 
chased in or near Atlanta but that a 
careful survey was being made. Not 
less than 2,000 acres will be needed 
for the Atlanta park. So far more 
than 100,000 acres have been pur- 
chased or contracted for in other cen- 
ters of the nation. 

Purchase of the land for park and 
recreational purposes is a part of 
President Roosevelt's general program 
of federal relief, it was said. 


TRAFFIC SITUATION 
BLAMED BY HAILEY 
ON TOO MANY LAWS 


If half Atlanta’s 3,500 traffic reg- 
ulations were: repealed traffic condi- 
tions in the city would be vastly bene- 
fited, Alderman I. Gloer Haley said in 
a statement Monday night. 

The alderman blamed too many laws 
for many of the accidents and deaths 
which have made Atlanta’s traffic sit- 
uation among the worst in the coun- 
try. Hailey praised the FERA traf- 
fic survey, now being conducted here, 
because it will point out to the proper 
authorities just what laws should be 
made or repealed in order to bring 
about greater safety for the motorist 
and pedestrian. 

Of the 1,560 authorized stop signs 
in Atlanta, more than 500 have been 
so mutilated and obliterated that they 
are utterly useless, he asserted.
